On behalf of the City of Santa Cruz, I would like to express our sincerest 
appreciation for your efforts in seeking passage of Senate Bill 1088. This bill, as 
you no doubt are aware, would have been a giant step forward for many California 
cities in finding a viable method to finance the seismic retrofitting of unreinforced 
masonry buildings.
